The claims filed in the 9-19-2005 response are informal and therefore have not been entered. Firstly, it is pointed out that all 
cancelled claims should be just listed as "cancelled" without the text, that is, claims 1-18 and 20 should be listed as "Claims 1-18 
(cancelled)" and Claim 20 (cancelled)". The status identifiers of claims 20-31 ("new") are incorrect as these claims were previously 
presented in the 4-1 1-2005 response. Most importantly, the limitations in these claims are entirely different from the limitations when 
they were first presented on 4-1 1-2005. Therefore, these claims along with claims 32 and 33 are in fact, new claims and unrelated to 
the previous claims 20-31. These claim numbers should be cancelled along with claims 1-18 and 20. The claims with the new 
limitations (claims 21-33 in this 9-19-2005 response) should be renumbered as "claims 32-44" respectively. It should be remembered 
that a same claim number cannot be reused for a new claim. Furthermore, capital letters should only be used at the beginning of each 
claim. That is, in claim 19, "An oval outer shell" should be "an oval outer shell"; "A microwave cavity" should be "a microwave 
cavity"; etc. A multiple dependent claim can only depend on multiple claims in alternate form (therefore, claims 24 and 25" in claim 
26 should read "claim 24 or 25 instead). Also, a claim cannot be dependent from itself (claim 28). Correction is required.
